WASHINGTON — Senate Republicans 
pushing for big Medicare savings will pro- 
pose leaving most of the details to a new 
bipartisan' congressional commission, the 
Budget Committee's chairman said Mon- 
day. 

Sen. Pete Domcnici. R-N'.M,. revealed 
the GOP's tactic os his partcl began debat- 
ing Republican plans for balancing the 
budget by 2002, a plan that will rely heavi- 
ly on Medicare savings. But .Democrats 
fired away anyway, accusing Republicans 
of treating the elderly too harshly. 

Domcnici will unveil his outline for 
eliminating the deficit today — the same 
day GOP leaders of the House Budget 
Committee will reveal details of their own, 
similar measure. 

House budget writers considered limit- 


ing the government's annuol cost-of-living 
increases — excluding Social. Security re- 
cipients — to 1.5 percent below the infla- 
tion rate, according ro House aides who 
spoke on 'condition of anonymity. Such a 
proposal would be certain to outrage veter- 
ans. retired civil servants and others who 
rely on federal pensions. - 

Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Tcxas, said he 
would postpone his fight to insert tax cuts 
into Domcnici ’s proposal until it reaches 
the Senate floor next week, all but guaran- 
teeing committee approval this' week. 

Domcnici's Medicare strategy represents 
the latest Republican effort to avoid sin- 
gle-handedly revamping the politically 
sensitive program, which. provides health 
insurance tv 34 million seniors arid 4 mil- 
lion disabled people. Aware of the political 
risks of trimming thc huge^-and- rapidly, 
growing program. President Clinton and~ 


congressional Democrats have so far re- 
fused lo join thcXJOP. 

In a letter Monday to congressional Re- 
publican leaders. While House Chief of 
Staff Leon Panctu said the administration 
would help reshape Medicare and Medi- 
caid .only if the GOP foregoes lax cuts fof 
the well-to-do arid commences "a sensible 
overall health reform effort." 

Domcnici has said he will propose slow- 
ing the growth of Medicare by about $250 
billion over the next seven s cars. 

He also will recommend cuts in Medi- 
caid. welfare, agriculture and other bene- 
fits. eliminating or scaling back more than 
1 09 other domestic progrjipis. and freezing 
defense spending at curreni levels.

PORTLAND. Ore. — U.S. Ban- 
corp, the largcit bank in the North- 
west, agreed to merge with West One 
Bancorp. Monday for SI. 6 billion, 
strengthening its dominant position in 
the region. 

The deal is the latest example of 
consolidation among banks, as com- 
petition for customers and changes in 
banking laws encourage financial in- 
1 stitutions to merge. 

The combined bank, to operate un- 
der the U.S. Bancorp name, will have 
$30 billion in assets and $21 billion 
in deposits. 

U.S. Bancorp chief executive Ger- 
ry Cameron said the merger, expect- 
ed to close by year-end. would result 
in staff reductions and branch clos-

LEXINGTON, Ky. - UiU Spivey, a for- 
mer University of Kentucky buskctball All- 
American and one of the first 7- footers to 
play the sport in college, was found dead 
Monday at his apartment 'in Qucpos. Costa 
Rica. He was 66. 

He died of natural causes and was thought 
to have been dead several hours when ac- 
quaintances. found him. according to the 
Ouvpos Police Department. Friends and 
family said he had been in ill health for sev- 
eral years. 

Mr. Spivey, Kentucky's first 7-fool-tall 
playeff had dreams of playing for the NBA. 
but those dreams were dashed after he was 
implicated in a point-shaving scandal in the 
early l'>5fls. Several current. und former 
Kentucky Wildcats .of the era admitted they 
ace? pled mohey to shave points. 

Hut Mr. Spivey , who was indicted forper- 
— jury in the case, was adamant' to the end of 
his life that he never had any part m attempts 
to fix college games. A New York trial jury 
voted ‘>-3 for acquittal, and the district attor- . 
ncy's office said it saw no use* in trying the 
ease again. 

But (itc_damagc was done. Although Mr. 
Spivey was never found guilty of any 


wrongdoing, he was barred from the “NBA 
for life bclare hc had a chance to piny his 
first pro! game. He went on to play tor some 
minor professional teams, including a stint 
with a team opposing the Harlem Globetrot- 
ters. 

In later years he had a number of occupa- 
tions. including running Bill Spivey's 
Restaurant & Lounge on South Broadway in 
Lexington and periods when he sold insur- 
ance and real estate. He also had been a 
deputy state insurance commissioner, and he 
announced for Kentucky lieutenant governor 
in 1983. 

"I think the thing about Bill, first of atl. 
was he was the first great big basketball 
player — and 1 don't mean good,, I mean 
great,” said Kentucky Athletics Director 
C.M, Newton, who played on the 1951 
NCAA championship team with Mr. Spivey. 
Mr. Spivey, 'Newton said, could do things on 
the cotirt that other men his'size could not 

db. * 

“He was the first big man that could just 
fly up and down the coun. He had extremely 
good agility as a big man." i 

Newton, who roomed with Mr. Spivey in 
,collcge. said an extra-long bed had to be 
made for Mr. Spivey, and the bed took up 
most of their dormitory room. 


“He was one of those guys that loved to 
five, He played hard. He worked hard. He 
lived hard. He just loved life.” 

Mr. Spivey liked to play practical jokes on 
people, but he also could laugh at himself, 
Newton said. 

As a 6-8 high school sophomore in Geor- 
gia. Mr. Spivey had to ploy the whole year 
wearing three pairs of socks because there 
were no sneakers big enough to fit him. 

“The next season I got a pair of sneakers, 
size 12. and cut the toes out with a razor 
blade," he said in on interview several years 
ago. >. ■ 

"1 got blisters on my toes, but at least I 
stopped the walking violations.” ' 

He hud shoes by his senior year, had 
raised his game average 10 points to 29 arid 
began attracting attention regionally, if not 
nationally. 

Mr. Spivey was a spindly 6-fool- 1 OW and 
1 74 pounds when he drew the attention of 
Kentucky Coach Adolph Rupp. 

Rupp got him a job at a drugstore, where 
he look fiuorcsccnt lights down from the 
ceiling and cleaned them. He did not need a 
ladder. e 

Mr. Spivey, selected as top player in the 
nation by (he Helms Foundation, was Ken- 
tucky's 29th all-time scorer with 1,213 


point* although he did not complete his final 
season. He had 22 points and 21 rebounds' In 
Kentucky’s 1951 NCAA championship 
gome. • 

But the point-shaving scandal left him a 
broken man, his former wife Audrey Spivey 
said. 

"He never got over it. Bill could not tel 
that go, He was just devastated. He was 
probably the best basketball player in the 
country at that time.” she said. 

“Everybody thought he would have been a 
great big man in th dfd tfA. had he goUen the 
opportunity to playfHnd Cliff Hogan, a for- 
mer teammate and past athletics director at 
Kentucky. “I'm sure he was very disappoint- 
ed that he didn't get an opportunity to play in 
the NBA," 

“I really felt bad about him. because 1 
think since the scandal that he really had 
hard times." said former Kentucky teammate 
Bobby Watson. _ 

"I always felt like he should'havc been 
given the opportunity to play. ... I don't re- 
member that they ever really proved that he 
did anything wrong." 

Said former teammate Frank Ramsey: "He 
was a tremendous basketball player ... he 
was a 7-footcr that coutd run ... he had a 
good hook shot ... good rebounder.”
